Bourie joined fortune* with a party of 
Fort Wayne gentlemen who were 
headed for the new eldora.dc, and 
made the trip overland to the west- 
ern ocast Mr. Bourie did not, how- 
ever, engage in gold mining, but ac- 
cepted a position as bookkeeper in a 
business house in Sacramento. With- 
in a short time he gave up his place 
to embark in the grain-milling busi- 
ness, founding 
at that time the 


Phoenix flouring mill at Sacramento. 
But two weeks ago, after a lapse of 
forty-seven years, one of Mr. Bourie's 
Sacramento business associates, a Mr. 
Earl, came to this city to visit him, 
and the two pioneers enjoyed a long 
and delightful talk over old times 
in the gold hunting days. So far as 
they were aware they were the only 
survivors of a company of about fifty 
of the men who were in business in 
Sacramento in those 
pioneer days. 


The old flouring mill 
which Mr. 


Bourie founded is still in operation 
at Sacramento. Mr. Bourie remained 
in the west until about 1856, when 
he returned to Fort Wayne, making 
the homeward trip by way of the 
Isthmus of Panama. 


Shortly thereafter he embarked in 


the grocery business in partnership 
with Moses Drake, 
the firm being 


Drake & Bourie, and their store was 
one of the finest of its kind in the 


hi* nMortwxmhip c«vtin»o»»ly 


sine* that time, being on* «f th* 
very oldest members of that fnleiti- 
ity in the city, and ha* received all 
the honors that could be bestow«d 
upon him by his brethren. Person- 
ally Mr. Bourie wa* affable, kindly 
rnd sociable, and he enjoyed tie un- 
marred friendship of all who knew 
him. Finely educated, he was widely 
read and retained to the last an ac- 
tive interest in public a^'aira. 
He 


spoke French fluently, and years ago 
was a member of the French society 
of Fort Wayne, a social organization 
of prominence that flourished in those 
days.

the announcement will be made later.

Mr. Bourie served 
two years as city clerk, and later ao- 
cepted the republican nomination for 
county clerk. His opponent was 
Hon. William Fleming, who wan suc-

prominent democrats, and after his 
defeat for county clerk he was urged 
tj renounce his old political faith and 
make the race for state treasurer up- 
on the democratic ticket, but this he 
declined to do.

Mr. Bourie had a prominent part 


in the founding of the old volunteer
